Octadrachms  were  the  largest  silver  coins  struck  anywhere  at  the  time. 
The  size  of  this  denomination  is  made  apparent  by  the  fact  that  a 
mercenary  soldier  was  paid  significantly  less  than  one  drachm  a day  and  a 
highly  skilled  artisan  made  no  more  than  one  drachm  a day.  An 
octadrachm  was  much  too  large  a denomination  for  use  in  daily 
transactions  at  the  market.  Its  purchasing  power  would  have  been  at  least 
as  great  as  a thousand  dollar  bill  today!  Why,  then,  did  the  Thracians  issue 
these  enormous  coins? 

The  Thracians  controlled  important  silver  mines  and  exported  silver  to  pay 
for  luxuries,  such  as  wine,  fine  weapons,  and  stylish  clothing,  that  they 
imported  in  great  quantities  from  Greece  and  the  Persian  Empire.  Also,  in 
the  late  sixth  century  the  Persians  extended  their  empire  to  include  Thrace, 
and  they  demanded  tribute  from  this  newly  conquered  territory.  That  tribute 
must  have  been  paid  in  these  large  silver  coins,  for  they  are  found  primarily 
in  the  territory  of  the  Persian  Empire:  Anatolia,  Syria,  Palestine,  Egypt,  and 
Iran. 

Relatively  few  octadrachms  have  survived.  The  pressure  required  to  strike 
these  large  pieces  must  have  been  great  and  the  dies  wore  quickly.  Most 
of  those  found  in  the  Persian  Empire  have  suffered  from  test  cuts  and  in 
many  cases  have  actually  been  hacked  into  smaller  and  presumably  more 
easily  negotiable  pieces.  The  grouping  of  these  coins  which  came  into  the 
market  some  years  ago  has  mostly  been  absorbed  by  collectors  and 
museums.  Within  a short  period  of  time  the  true  rarity  of  these  coins  will 
again  be  reflected  by  the  lack  of  market  availability.

A large 
solar  disc  rests  at  the  top  of  the  crown's  composition,  and  a sun  and  moon 
crescent  are  located  between  the  uraei.  The  undulating  horizontally 
extended  horns  of  the  native  species  of  Egyptian  ram  complete  the 
headdress,  which,  in  various  forms  and  contexts,  were  worn  be  deities  as  a 
symbol  of  their  cosmic  overseeing  powers.  The  scene  depicted  here 
features  the  upper  portion  of  this  standing  god,  showing  a wig  and  broad- 
collar  beneath  his  crown,  his  hand  raised.  What  represents  the  upper  part 
of  a human  head  is  before  him,  likely  a depiction  of  a priest  or  a devotee. 
This  indicates  that  the  context  is  a scene  from  a temple  wall,  featuring  a 
ritual  of  anointing,  purification,  or  the  presentation  of  an  individual 
religiously.  It  is  likely  to  have  come  from  one  of  the  locations  of  worship  for 
Thoth,  which  were  especially  active  at  the  time  of  this  reliefs  execution, 
during  or  just  after  the  Late  Period,  (760-343  B.C.)  and  from  the  areas  of 
Saggara  or  Hermopolis.

The  ichneumon,  active 
during  the  day,  represented  daytime  sunlight  and  thus  the  “seeing"  aspect 
of  Horus,  while  the  shrew,  a nocturnal  animal,  symbolized  the  darkness  of 
night  and  the  “blind"  Horus.

698.  EGYPTIAN  BRONZE  HEAD  OF  A LION  HEADED  GODDESS,  Late 

Period,  ca.  715-330  B.C.  Bronze  head  from  a statue  of  a lion-headed 
goddess,  probably  Wadjyt.  The  goddess  wears  a modius  crown,  on  top  of 
which  are  the  remnants  of  a cow’s  horns  and  sundisk.  Wadjyt’s  usual 
emblem,  the  cobra,  rears  up  on  the  front  of  her  crown,  while  its  tail  hangs 
down  behind  her  head.

This  mask  was  originally  fastened  to  the  lid  of  a wooden 
coffin  by  means  of  dowels,  the  ends  of  which  are  still  implanted  in  the  back.

He  made  a number  of  trips 
down  the  Nile,  collecting  antiquities  and  recording  monuments  with  a 
number  of  accomplished  artists  including  Frederick  Cutherword  and  Jossph 
Bonomi.  They  made  plans,  sketches,  and  watercolor  drawings  of  many  of 
the  tombs  and  temples  in  Egypt  and  Nubia,  which  are  now  preserved  in  the 
British  Museum.

701  EGYPTIAN  BRONZE  FIGURE  OF  OSIRIS  WITH  BASTET-CAT  AND 
FALCON,  Late  Period,  ca.  664-30  B.C.  This  figure  of  Osiris  features  an 
elaborate  atef  crown,  generally  composed  of  the  bulbous  White  Crown  of 
Upper  Egypt,  accented  by  flanking  plumes,  a uraeus,  and  twisted  horns. 
Below  the  attached  false  beard,  Osiris  grasps  the  crook  and  flail, 
agricultural  implements  that  indicate  Osiris'  very  ancient  origins.  The 
presence  of  the  small  cat  indicates  the  widespread  popularity  of  the  cat- 
goddess  Bastet  at  this  time  and  the  goddess's  magical  associations.  In 
some  mythical  contexts  Bastet  is  identified  as  the  mother  of  Anubis,  god  of 
embalming  and  the  protector  of  the  corpse,  and,  in  the  town  of  Edfu,  she  is 
referred  to  as  "the  ba  (a  soul  element)  of  Isis",  wife  of  Osiris.  Moreover, 
Bastet  and  the  related  leonine  goddess  Sekhmet  are  among  the  deities  in 
control  of  a body  of  magical  spirits  or  demons  called  sheseru  (“arrows"). 
Among  these  were  troops  of  emissaries  and  messengers  who  could  punish 
sinners  or  attack  as  directed.  The  votive  bronze  may  have  included  the  cat 
representation  to  further  invest  the  image  with  magical  power  to  enlist 


powerful  forces  and  thereby  allow  the  offerer's  wishes  to  be  fully  directed  to 
the  god  Osiris.  The  falcon-head  surmounted  by  solar  disk  and  plumes, 
found  on  the  back  of  the  Osiris  figure  invest  the  figure  with  the  power  of 
Horus,  a great  solar  deity,  representing  the  power  of  kingship.  More 
fundamentally,  Horus  was  the  son  of  Osiris,  and  his  defender  against  his 
murderer,  the  evil  god  Set.  The  combination  of  Osiris  and  Horus 
symbolizes  the  triumph  of  good  over  evil  embodied  in  the  myth  of  Osiris 
and  the  magical  power  Horus  represented  as  Righteous  Defender.  The 
base  of  this  highly  unusual  bronze  votive  incorporates  two  inscriptions  to 
two  individual  deities.  The  side  inscription  makes  reference  to  an  offering 
to  the  solar  deity  Re,  and  the  front  inscription  to  the  goddess  Bastet, 
represented  figurally  as  a cat  in  the  corner  of  the  statue  composition  itself.

This  piece  would  originally  have  been 
fastened  to  the  ends  of  a necklace  and,  hanging  behind  the  wearer's  back 
between  the  shoulder  blades,  served  to  counter  the  weight  of  the  necklace 
hanging  on  the  wearer's  chest.  Sometimes  such  counterweights,  with  or 
without  necklace  attached,  were  shaken  along  with  sistra  and  tambourines 
to  accompany  singing.  What  is  preserved  of  the  inscription  (approximately 
the  bottom  half  of  the  original  text)  suggests  that  the  upper  portion  of  the 
text  mentioned  the  king,  because  the  preserved  portion  picks  up  with  the 
epithet  "may  he  live,  be  prosperous,  and  healthy!"  --  an  epithet  that  typically 
follows  references  to  the  pharaoh.  The  preserved  text  reads: "...  [the  king]  - 
- may  he  live,  be  prosperous,  and  healthy  — of  the  Tjeker."  The  Tjeker 
were  a people  who,  beginning  in  the  New  Kingdom,  formed  part  of  a 
coalition  of  nations  that  repeatedly  stirred  up  trouble  for  Egypt.  The  Tjeker 
may  originally  have  been  the  Teucri,  a tribe  inhabiting  northwest  Anatolia 
around  Troy  that  eventually  settled  in  northern  Canaan,  or  else  the  Sicels 
(Sicilians).  Ptolemy  VIII  fought  the  Tjeker  in  ca.  200  B.C.;  it  is  possible  that 
this  counterweight  refers  to  that  conflict  and  affirms  Ptolemy  Vlll's  victory 
over  the  Tjeker.

B.C.  Daunia,  a northern  province  in  ancient  Italy,  preserved  its  local  culture 
in  the  face  of  Greek  colonization  of  Italy,  longer  than  some  other  areas  of 
Italy.  The  style  of  pottery  from  this  period  demonstrates  this.  Although 
there  was  some  trade  with  Greece,  there  was  more  with  the  area  which 
was  the  former  Yugoslavia  where  ancient  reproductions  of  Daunian  style 
pottery  have  been  found.  This  piece,  in  particular,  is  a beautiful  example  of 
Daunian  pottery.  It  has  a round  body  decorated  with  geometric  designs 
and  horizontal  lines.  The  opening  at  the  top  is  small  and  surrounded  by  a 
wide  lip.  The  most  dramatic  aspect  of  the  design  of  this  vessel  is  the  high 
handle.  It  has  three  animal  heads,  with  large  ears  painted  red  on  top  of  a 
larger  head  with  eyes  made  of  holes  cut  from  the  clay.  The  face  of  this 
animal  is  decorated  with  lozenge  shaped  designs.  The  back  of  the  handle 
is  painted  with  a very  simple  design.  This  is  a beautiful  Daunian  piece  of 
pottery.  There  is  a small  amount  of  incrustation.  One  of  the  small  animal 
heads  has  been  rejoined.
